LEGISLATURE MAY 

BE DECIDED ON 

As a result of the turnover in pro¬ 
vincial government affairs it now ap¬ 
pears highly probable that a session 
of the new legislature will be held 
this fall as soon after harvest as pos¬ 
sible. 

Although spring sessions of the Al¬ 
berta assembly have been the cus¬ 
tom for some years past, there is 
every reason for believing that the 
house will be called- together next 
November, to enable the new U.F.A. 
administration to “get on its feet” 
so to speak. Whether another ses¬ 
sion in the earily part of next year will 
be necelssary of course depends on 
how affairs progress during the next 
few months. 

Premier Greenfield will likely be pre¬ 
pared to take over provincial man¬ 
agement before the end of the month 
at the very, latest according to opin¬ 
ions prevalent in the parliament 
buildings. Premier Stewart and his 
cabinet have matters in hind suffi¬ 
ciently at the present time to turn 
over the reins whenever the premier- 
sleet sayfc the "word’ 

IA11 U.F.A. members-elect are be¬ 
ing summoned to meet Mr. Gren- 
field at Edmonton next Thursday at 
which meeting the suggestions for the 
new eobinet will be announced. In 
all probability the selections announc¬ 
ed by the premier-designate will not 
be seriously challenged by the mem-, 
most entirely in his hands and by 
realson of nothing more than a casual 
acquaintance with each other at pre¬ 
sent are not likely to offer any con. 
certed action against the state sub-' 
mitted. 

One thing is certain however, from 
events of the last two weeks, and that 
is tlie smaill prospect of members- 
elect resigning to allow outride selec¬ 
tions for the cabinet to take their 
place. Facing this fact Mr. Green¬ 
field has been obliged to confine his 
selection of cabinet material almost 
wholly to the field of elected condi- 
dates. 

Premier-Designate Greenfield is ex¬ 
pected in Edmonton next Wednesday 
of the coming week. Nothhing can 
be done regarding the calling of Mr. 
Greenfield to form the new govern¬ 
ment till the return of Lieutenant.

The News of the Week 


Fruit Growers in the Lower Fraser 
Valley British Columbia, have put 
over 1,000 barrels of strawberries in 
cold storage to be held until the can- 
ners are ready to take them. The 
berris are packed in sugar and will 
keep in condition for preserving in- 
definiteely. 


News of new discoveries of gold 
and copper in Northern Manitoba are 
constantly reaching The Pas, the 
headquarters for prospectors and 
mining men in that part of the coun¬ 
try. Spectacular samples of free gold 
have been brought in from Elbow 
Lake. These were taken from a tre¬ 
mendous quartz porphyry body, 
which had been traced for 2,000 feet 
one way and 4,000 feet across without 
reachhing the contact walls. Free 
gold is found all over the ore body 
and good tailings can be obtained by 
panning. A recent discovery of cop¬ 
per on Thaupapuskow lake promises 
to rival the Flin Flon property in 
size and richness. 


The announcement that New York 
wants a million pounds of Alberta 
butter will be good news to the farm¬ 
ers of this Province; in fact the farm¬ 
er will find the news as good as New 
Yorkers will find the butter.” says 
the Edmonton Bulletin. That is one 
kind of farm produce that Alberta 
has more of than it knows what to do 
with. And production at present is 
only at the minimum. When they 
go at it in earnest under the induce, 
ment of a steady export market at 
satisfactory prices, there is hardly 
a limit to the amount the creameries 
and farm dairies of Alberta can turn 
out. If New York will supply the 
market Alberta can supply the butter 
in any quantity required.” 


Between 3,0000,000 and 4,000,000 
trees have been distributed to farm¬ 
ers this season from the Government 
Experimental farm at Indian Head, 
Sask. Inquiries now being received 
ndicate a still larger demand for 
next year’s planting. 


The president and vice-president of 
the Central Securities Company of 
Chicago have been arrested on charge 
of disposing of securities stolen from 
U.S. mails.
